Species 1 : first and second layer with a channel region; 

Species 2: first and second layer are formed together; 

Species 3: having a first, second and third group III nitride layers; and 

Species 4: having a first layer with a specified thickness. 

Applicants provisionally elected, for search purposes only, the species: 
modified Species 3, having a first layer composed of a group III nitride layer and a 
second layer composed of a group III nitride layer and a gate electrode. Claims 1-2, 
4-6, and 8-16 read on the elected species. 

With respect to the elected species, Applicants respectfully submit that, should 
the elected species be found allowable, the Office should expand its search to the non- 
elected species. 

Claims 3 and 7 are canceled. 

Claims 15-16 are new. 

Support for new Claim 15 is found in original Claim 3. Support for new 
Claim 16 is found at original Claim 7. 

Upon entry of the amendment, Claims 1-2, 4-6, and 8-16 will be active. 
No new matter is believed to have been added.
